DIAGNOSIS BY RADIO. 
A stethoscope is applied to the chest 
of a patient, at a medical convention in 
Chicago, and several physicians each hear 
the patient’s heartbeats and are able to 
distinguish any peculiarity in blood cir­ 
culation or 
breathing. 
It is done by 
means of an ordinary radio broadcasting 
outfit, connecting the original stethoscope 
with the listeners’ own stethoscopes. The 
trick can be done either by wires or by 
radio. The main feature is the sound am* 
plifier, which is finding new uses every 
day. 
This “convention 
stunt’’ 
may prove 
practical hereafter in many ways. It may­ 
be possible, in any similar case, for medi­ 
cal experts to diagnose 
accurately 
the 
case of a patient hundreds of miles away. 
Future improvements may enable physic­ 
ians to see patients at a distance, as well 
as to hear their audible symptoms and dis­ 
cuss their condition with them.

Expresses Desire For Ag­ 
riculture Commission 
In Lincoln Address. 


LINCOLN, 
Nebraska. — Declar­ 
ing the farm situation 
to 
lie

most serious economic question now 
confronting

Charl<?3 G. Dawes, republican nomi­ 
nee1 for vice president, in an ad­ 
dress here Friday night, presente an 
explanation of the purpose of the 
present administration in the con­ 
templated appointment of an agri­ 
cultural commission. 
“We make but one promise—that 
the republican party, utilizing the 
best minds and those by training 
best fitted for the task, will bend 
its* every energy to the study of our

problem 
to

that, through legislation of other 
means, its solution may be accomp­ 
lished,” 51 r. Da Me a asserted 
“Who­ 
ever promises more than this is en­ 
tering irto a contrae* which .an not 
be filled.” 
The nominee dr voted the major 
portion of his address to the agri­ 
cultural 
question, 
taking up the 
causes for the present ch press ion in 
farm prices, the remedies recom­ 
mended, and the prospects for the* 
future. 
Need for the appointment of an 
impartial 
nonpartisan, 
competent 
commission 
tinder 
economic guid­ 
ance,” is imperative, 
5lr. 
Dawes 
said, adding that “the recent im­ 
provement in the agricultural situa­ 
tion inurt be taken as evidence the 
farm ers’ problem has Morked out its 
own solution.” 
The problem to be solved, he as­ 
serted, devolves itself into a ques­ 
tion cf finding 
how “equality 
in 
earning 
capacity 
can 
be 
brought 
about between agriculture and in­ 
dustry.” 
This problem, he added, 
arose primarily from conditions re­ 
sulting from 
the world 
Mar and 
fo r e m o s t among the causes respon­ 
sible, he declared, Mas unregulated 
production. 
Figures Mere cited to 
shoM the increase in acreage over 
prc-M*ar years, attention M*as called 
to the inerea>o in taxes, the possi­ 
bilities of extension of cooperative 
marketing were discussed, and Mr. 
Dawes then launched into an expla­ 
nation of the agricultural commis­ 
sion proposal. 
“The mere fact it now is possible 
to consider this qqucstion when the 
industry is not in the trough of a ter­ 
rible depression, as it was sixty days 
ago. lias its great advantages,” he 
declared.

The glorious revival among the 
Samaritans being over, Jesus, with 
heart yearning for His countrymen, 
guog hack into Galilee. When He be- 
gr n His work there It was not appreci­ 
ated as it should have been. His own 
testimony is that a prophet hath no 
honor In his own country. 
Having 
made a reputation elsewhere He now* 
came bock to them. 
I. The Nobleman’s Earnest Plea (vv. 
46, 47). 
This father’s heart was in 
deep anguish because of the critical 
illness of his son, but he had the good 
sense to go to Jesus in his distress. 
Parents should eagerly bring their 
children to the Great Physician. This 
affliction was used to bring hhn to Je­ 
sus. Many do not think of Jesus until 
overwhelmed with grief and distress. 
It is need that always brings men to 
Jesus. 
Even when human physicians 
fail the case is not hopeless, for there 
is no case too hard for Christ and 
there is no disease too difficult nor sor­ 
row too great but relief can be found 
in Him. This is true of our physical 
ills, but it is pre-eminently true of our 
souls. We see here that a rich and in­ 
fluential inan is in distress, showing 
that the rich and exalted are no more 
exempt from afflictions and anxiety 
than are the poor. Cares and trouble 
come to all alike. The young are lia­ 
ble to disease and death as are the old. 
This 
nobleman 
learned 
of 
Jesus 
through the testimony of another (v. 
47). Had not some one told him nbout 
Jesus lie would not have called upon 
Ilim. 
Before lost men can call upon 
the Lord some one must tell them 
about Him (Rom. 10:14, 15). 
II. The Testing of the Nobleman’» 
Faith (vv. 48, 49). 
In his experience we find an Illustra­ 
tion of the development of belief. He 
had faith, but not an intelligent faith. 
Before help could be given his attitude 
of mind must be changed. Jesus de­ 
clared, “Except ye see signs and won­ 
ders, ye will not believe,” showing that 
the nobleman’s faith was such as was 
based upon signs nad wonders. 
The 
man needed something more than the 
healing of his son. 
lie must needs 
know Christ as Savior as well as 
Healer. He did not allow himself to 
be put off, but insistently demanded, 
“Sir, come down ere my child die.” 
Tills shows that he was now willing to 
make any experiment to save his boy. 
His very impoten* y forc ed him to lay 
hold up«»n the Lord. Jesus desired this 
man to possess a faith which was 
based upon llis naked word, not mere 
signs and wonders. The wny of Jesus 
is to first reveal Himself as a Savior 
and then as a Her.lef. 
III. The Nobleman’s Faith Victorious 
(vv. 50-54). 
Through his testing lie passed with 
good advantage. 
He is now ready to 
receive the Lord*!! own word. "Go thy 
way; thy son liveth.” 
These words 
created true faith and the man stepped 
out upon them. 
Because he believed 
the words that Jesus spoke unto him 
lie went his way. 
Faith increases in 
brightness the longer it is exercised. 
The foundation upon which he reposed 
his faith was the words of Jesus. On 
his return his faith met with confirma­ 
tion. 
His servant met him and told 
him that his son was alive. Upon in­ 
quiry he found that the recovery of his 
son was from the very hour in which 
Jesus spake the words. 
This was 
such an unmistakable evidence of the 
deity of Jesus that not only the noble­ 
man, but his household, was won for 
Christ. This nfúwds us an example of 
the beauty of household religion. May 
we all mirn that the words of Jesus 
are reliable. That which He promises 
is just as sure ns though it had already 
come to pass. The salvation of the one 
who believes in Jesus is Just as sure 
ns though he had been in heaven and 
seen his name in the Book of Life. 
Anxiety for the son brought salvation 
to the whole house.

Question. 
What causes meringue on pies to 
fall? 


Answer. 
Meringue falls when cooked in 
too hot an oven and when too much 
sugar is used. 
When the oven is 
too hot, the heat strikes the sur­ 
face of the egg and cooks it quickly, 
but It does not get below the sur­ 
face, because air cells hold it back. 
Air lets heat pass through it very 
slowly. 
As a result, the top of the 


egg white is cooked until tough and 
the inside is raw. 
The raw egg 
soon turns back to liquid form, and 
the meringue, with no support from 
the bottom, falls. The meringue will 
not fall if it is cooked very slowly, 
if only one teaspoonful of sugar is 
used for each egg white, providing 
good eggs have been used. Use two 
le^el teaspoons powdered sugar to 
each egg.
